
•Chace Supports 'Home Rule' in 
Fire Consolidation Proposals

Fire chiefs of some 73 in­ 
corporated cities within the 
County today were assured by 
Supervisor Burton W. Chace 
that consolidation of fire fight­ 
ing services .will not be "jam­ 
med clown their throats."

Supervisor Chace's state­ 
ment was given during discus­ 
sion by the Board of Super­ 
visors of the issue of consolida­ 
tion of not only fire services 
but other governmental func­ 
tions between cities and Los 
Angeles County.

"A great deal of study has

jone into this matter over the 
years," ciiace told the Board. 
'We have always looked to 
elected officials of the cities 
:o initiate such requests for 
county services.

"It is my feeling that any 
program for consolidation of 
fire or other municipal-type 
services must of course be self- 
supporting so as not to create 
an additional burden for the 
taxpayer.

'But we should not make 
any solicitation or offer of

such service. I am not going to 
'jam it down their throats' 
either now or later," Chace de­ 
clared.

The issue of consolidation, 
although not on the agenda as 
such, arose when Supervisor 
Ernest Debs sought permission 
for two County fire companies 
in his District to assist the City 
of Los Angeles in Sunset Strip 
area fires.

The proposal was referred 
to L. S. Hollinger, chief admin­ 
istrative officer, for study.

entry was chosen and the sub- 
teen department became 
known as the Vanity Village. 

During the years as many 
new approaches to retailing de­ 
veloped, Mr. and Mrs. Squire 
continued to adhere to the un­ 
wavering principle that quality 
was always the best value. 
They stocked only American 
brand names of the highest 
character, such as Carter's, 
Quiltex, Hilly the Kid. Farah, 
Dale, Wonderalls, Donmoor, 
Don Rancho, Peaches 'n Cream,

Monterey Modes, Voila, Jody's, 
Cinema Modes, Darlene, Blue 
Bird, Ham, May Knit, and 
Youngland.

Principle prevailed, as their 
busnicss grew and prospered, 
their family of customers grew 
and became loyal also to the 
the principle. With heavy 
heart, the Squires today pre­ 
pared for the closcout sale, 
more than half hoping that 
someone will come forward to 
carry ort the store's name and 
tradition.

During the year covered by 
the report, plans for nearly 
15 miles were Master Plan 
Highways.

NEARLY 65 MILES of roads 
were added to the County Road 
System of Highways in 99 
tiacts during the fiscal period, i 
An Important part of such a 
program, Supervisor Chace 
snid, is the gratis dedication of 
rights-of-way to the county by 
trtict developers, which repre­ 
sents a substantial saving to 
the public.

"This surge In road building 
reflects the increase in home 
development within unincor­ 
porated areas of the county. 
The Road Department is the 
agency responsible for over- 

_ seeing the highway work to as- 
" sure proper construction stand­ 

ards," Chace said.
